Registration of Births, Deaths and 
Marriages. 

New countries of the present day may 
ei/mtneiiee their political anil social existence 
under much more favorable circumstances 
than their predecessors in the world ol" na- 
tions. Their efforts to establish themselves 
upon true and solid foundations need no lon- 
ger partake so much of a tentative charac- 
ter. Infants though they may bo in one 
sense— having all the buoyancy and capacity 
for expansion of youth — tboy yet have the 
ndvantuge of possessing the wisdom of age 
and experience. The- accumulated knowl- 
edge of the past is the best part of the capital 
to commence with. They have too no an- 
tiquated prejudices to shackle the freedom of 
. their movements. They have their history 
to make, and should see that they do it well. 
Wo of this north-west coast are still on the 
threshold of our career. We have the ud- 

v.nl.nn nf hrnntr nriP nf the VOlinCCSt Colonies 

and institutions of the mother-country and 
her constellation of dependencies to pick and 
chose from. What is wanting in the older 
nations wo may find in the younger oues who 
have preceded us. As yet, we are but small 
and comparatively insignificant. Our wants 
are not 6uch as to require in their complete- 
ness all the institutions of older countries. 
Even if we did, our scanty means and limited 
numbers would not permit us to have them. 
Yet wo may approximate to that condition. 
However incomplete the result of our etloi ts 
may be, still it might serve as a nucleus, 
around which time would raise a more 
finished structure. 

Among Ihe deficiencies at present existing 
and which require to he remedied, is the ab- 
sence of proper regulations for providing n 
permanent record oi the births, marriages 
and deaths, which occur among the popula- 
tion of the colony. A moment's reflection will 
serve to convince ono of the importance ot 
having some suitable provisions made for 
this purpnso How often, for instance, doe* 
it not become necessary for one to he able to 
obtain legal evidence of the date of his birth, 
or nf the fact and time of a marriage or 
death? It is well known that the title ton 
fortune, or it may bo the conviction of a 
criminal sometimes depends upon the as 
oertainment of these facts. In the United 
Kingdom, and also in several other En 
ropcan countries, laws have been enacted 
for the registration of births, marriages, and 
deaths. In England, wo believe, the father 
or mother of a child born, or the occupier of 
the house in which the birth may happen is 
bound to give within a fixed period iiifbrmii- 
ntiou of certain particulars relating to the 
fact, to Ihe registrar of the district. With 
respect to deaths, the information of ihe fact 
may be given by some person present at the 
death, or the occupier of the huuse where the 
death look place. The entry of ihe fact, 
signed by the registrar will be taken as evi- 
rl»rn»e in the courts of the circumstance of the 
death or birth. 

As.. --ants ihe registry of marriages there 
are some provisions for effecting that purpose 
in one of our own statutes, but wo understand 
that it is practically inoperative. Here, 
then, is an opportunity for introducing n law 
to supply a want which must continue to in- 
crease with our populatioo. It is exceedingly 
important in r. counlry like ours, made up of 
people from all parts of the world, acquiring 
sudden fortunes and continually moving 
about, that some record should bo kept uf 
the Ibree great facts of human life, Not only 
would thi3 be an accommodation to the indi- 
viduals and those connected with them, but 
it might be made to contribute to the pre- 
vention of crime, such as those of infanticide 
and bigamy. More than that, it would eu

Mr. Hulincken expressed himself ! 
against the measure, as il really only 
mail steamers, no other vessels n 
euoh an enactment. We were much indebted 
to the steamship company that they brought 
our mails lice of charge. An exemption in 
the clause pel milted them to land Ilio mails 
(for our convenience), but they could not .lis- 
uhargo Other freight to their own advantage. 
If such a course w eie adopted, the company 
will doubtless demand compensation forth- 
with for carrying our mails. The colony was 
not in a condition to support this burden, so 
from expediency this clause should be struck 
out. 

Mr. Franklin sail thai such n course as 
exempting the mail steamers would defeat 
ihe object ol the law. Steamer day was the 
occasion upon which most business was done 
in town. Jl was n < t a case of expediency, 
but of principle. 

Mr. Gary said the question of loading or 
discharging the steamer was a question of 
labor, and the Bill was only intended to res- 
trict trading, lie thought the clause was un- 
necessary. 

Dr. Tolmie considered the principle of the 
liill would be violated, il an exemption were 
made in lavor of the mail steamers. 

Dr. Hch'neken faid he did not support the 
Jlill upon religious principles. (Hear, hear ) 
He thought that all classes in Ihe community 
required one day in seven for recreation. The 
law must be equal, and protect one shop- 
keeper from the cupidity of another. 

The chairman remarked that steamers 
were not permitted to enter or clear at Port- 
land or San Francisco on Sundays, nor was 
it allowed in any of the colonic-:
